T-V TEXAS GOLIATH—single orchid, purplish-red eye, not fringed; quilted dull green foliage; 
vigorous and prolific. You will like Mrs. Vallin’s plain plant as well as the fancy. 


T-V SUMMER CLOUD—ciusters of frilled crested “‘skitter-bug-fly-away” blooms, bright light 
blue; elongated fiuted rippling apple-green foliage; prolific bloomer; frothy as a summer cloud. 


T-V HANDSOME—Ilarge single deep-purple fringed bloom; almost black foliage, each leaf large 
and round, yet witn its roundness it is considerably rippled. Strikingly handsome, 


T-V_ SPRING FINERY—lovely single white with deeply frilled edging tinted lavender. Fluted 
foliage of light apple-green. Graceful and airy, and an excellent bloomer. 


T-V MAMBO—simply dances with huge bunches of frilly double and semi-double light-blueish- 
lavender-tinted-white clusters, Broad gleaming waxen light-green foliage, beautifully fluted.

Frilled single 
blooms in lovely shade of powder-rose, occasionally surprising you with picotee edging. 


T-V ROSEFROTH—lovely single white, frilly rose edging and faint brushing of rose over lower 
petals. Waving, broad, waxen, apple-green foliage. Very good bloomer. 


T-V PATIO DANCE—clusters of dark blue double and semi-double blooms; red-backed forest- 
green foliage; beautifully symmetrical habit, the fluted leaves laying in perfect circles. 
Similar to T-V Stag Line, but entirely different foliage and growth habit. You may not want 
both in same collection; it is a matter of personal preference in foliage and habit. 


T-V TUXEDO—very dark blue velvety fringed double; rippling red-backed bronzy-green foliage; 
very symmetrical. Quite similar to T-V JAZZ; you may not want both in same collection. 
Blooms almost identical. Difference lays in foliage and growth habit. This lays in layers. 


T-V JAZZ—velvety midnight-blue double, perfectly formed and very fringed. Shining waxen 
blackish foliage, unfurling colorful patches of red-back. Bloom like T-V Tuxedo; foliage and 
growth habit not similar; it is a matter of personal choice of foliage. 


T-V CUT VELVET—ruffled and flaring red-backed foliage of very dark green with lighter mid- 
riff. Clusters of red, very fringed, double and semi-double, blooms, developing with maturity 
a dainty picotee-thread edging of green tinsel. Young blooms and young plants will not show 
the picotee green edging; it takes time. Perfectly exquisite. 


T-V SUMMER DREAM—clusters of frilled light-lavender baubles; single, crested and double, all 
fringed, intermingled on a stem. Fluted, red- backed, forest-green foliage. 


T-V STAG LINE—bold and manly; in formal dress. Dark blue blooms, mostly semi-double; very 
dark waxen foliage rippled handsomely to reveal dark red scallops; gorgeous foliage. 


T-V STAGESTRUCK—dark blue single, quite frilled; bronzy green foliage rippling up generous 
flares of red; symmetrical and vigorous, carrying its blooms high and many to the stem. 


T-V CHAPERONE—frilled double orchid on rather dark, lightly waving, red-backed foliage.

Miniatures, as a general rule, are very slow growing; and unless you have patience, you will not enjoy working with them. Only a very 
small percent of violet hobbyists care for miniatures. Use a very porous soil-mix with lots of screened peatmoss in it to encourage as fast 
growth as possible; and keep them in small 134” pots; when nearly grown, shift into 2” pots; even when quite mature, keep them in 
2V2”" pots. Smail-growing types (larger than true miniatures) can eventually go into 3’? pots; miniatures, never! Keep pots small to 


simulate cracks in rocks.

SPRAYS FOR VIOLETS: In the past, sprays strong enough to get mites damaged violet foliage. That is no longer true. Today there are 
two fine, effective, and safe sprays for violets in the home, if reasonable precaution is taken, as should be taken with all sprays. The 
first sign of mites is a gray appearance in the very heart of the plant. If you even imagine you see a gray appearance in the heart of a 
plant, spray without delay. These two sprays absolutely get mites like magic (and mealy bugs, too), and positively do not damage 
violet foliage IF USED ONLY ONE TEASPOON TO THE GALLON OF WATER, which is as strong as they should be used for violet 
foliage. Spray plants once every seven days, until you have sprayed them five times, spaced exactly seven days apart. Mix fresh spray 
each time. That is all you have to do. Simple, isn’t it? And the names of these magic sprays for violets: Either IMPROVED ISOTOX 
M or MALATHION; both equally good.

A GOOD BASE FOR A TOP-QUALITY VIOLET SOIL Is screened-peatmoss and sand, half and half (sterilized of course). It is better to 
sterilize them separately, for you can easily boil sand and satisfactorily drain off the water. Also, in mixing together the sterilized 
screened peatmoss and sterilized sand, you aerate them well in the mixing process. Add a little vermiculite to this for a first-rate 
starting-medium for either starting leaves or rooting sucker-crowns. But when you are using it as a base for potting soil, do NOT 
add any vermiculite. We do not recommend vermiculite in potting soil. Your heavier mix, made up of woods earth or good garden 
soil, rotted sheep manure, bone meal, superphosphate and charcoal (sterilized of course), you can add to the peatmoss-sand mix in 
whatever quantity you feel will be best according to the root systems of the plants you are working with. Use Just the starting-mix 
alone for little weakly-rooted plants that need to develop root systems.
